Chapman on “Tests” 

_ Mr. A. P. F. Chapman, who cap- 
tained the last English Test team 
in Australia, has erented something 
of a mild sensation by saying what 
& good many of us have been think- 
ing for a long time past, namely, 
that “Test matches are extra- 
ordinirily unfriendly.” He thought 
club cricket was definitely the back- 
ground of the whole game; it was 
the cricket that counted and per- 
sonally he would rather play club 
ericket than any other. 

Somebody else said the other day 
that it docs not matter if British 
players never win championships so 
long 2s they play the game and re- 
member it ‘avas Britain that 
taught the world to play games and 
in the right spirit. That is large- 
ly true, but it is dificult when the 
hearts and minds of large sections 
of two great peoples arc set upon 
winning the rubber in a series of 
Test matches to avoid an intensi- 
fication of the “will to win” which 
imust.endanger the true sporting 
interest in the game. 

There have certainly been some 
lamentable exhibitions of the un- 
friendliness of which Mr. Chapman 
spoke, but I like to think that in 
this “-respect, as in some others, 
England has been more sinned 
against than sinning. -

The Roman Contribution to Christianity 


MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS

for speculation; It is without 
either interest in, or the power of 
dealing with, Kleas, Heavy-footed 
and heavy-handed, it moves clumsl- 
ly in the territory of mind.

The High Cost of Living 


VERY week sees the cost of living rise still higher, all through 

the fall in exchange. The precious theory that everything will 
work out for the betterment of all in the Colony in the long run 
leaves the average individual, be he employer or employee, cold and 
indifferent. The prospect of things finding a stable level one, five, 
or even‘ ten, years hereafter, is not sufficient of ityelf to make 
optimists of ‘us all, or to lead us to pretend that we are conferring 
an inestimable boon on humanity by paying at the present moment 
16 to 26 per cent. dearer for the necessaries of life than we did a 
few short weeks ago. 

Every purchaser of imported goods, the Government, business 
firms, and private individuals alike, finds the position growing more 
acute and more embarrassing week by week. All have the feeling 
of sinking gradually in a bottomless abyss, stripped of past savings 
und present earnings—all sacrificed on the altar of low exchange. 
Any philosophical traits in our nature are, moreover, swept out of 
aur very being by the knowledge that in certain cases the rise in 
certain imported goods is far beyond a proportion in reason with the 
greater cost of importation. Exploiters and profiteers are rampant, 
fattening-on our “Innocents Abroad” who do not kngw the differ- 
ence between a well-established forcign or Chinese retailer and one 
to whom “money is no object”—the money of other people! Even | 
before the slump in the dollar the variations in prices of the same 
brands of goods at certain retail shops were nothing {f not simply 
wonderful and inexplicable. 

The worst feature of the whole sorry business is that it is 
“nobody's business” to seek to find a palliative in the absence of any 
machinery whereby profiteers can be not alone exposed but penalised 
for their machinations. A Price-Fixing Commission has been: sug- 
gested, composed of official and non-official members of note in the 
community. But with hope ever springing eternal in the official 
breast that exchange will either recover or thnt the general balance 
of trade witl eventually be automatically adjusted in favour of the 
consumer of imported goods, it is not likely that the appointment 
of such a Commission shall be found commendable... It is common 
knowledge that an Admiralty Commission is on its “why to this 
Colony now from Ceylon.and Malaya with the definite “purpose of 
making enquirics on the spot into the cost of living Invite relation 
to the local. Naval establishment, That Commission get out from 
Whitehall weeks before the paralysing drop in the dollar, It is also 
believed that the Army Command has instituted enfGfries in.the 
‘same direction as tho result of representations made since tho dol- 
lar slumped so disnstrously. It may be possible, therefore, to waive 
any question of official action and to auggest that the Genoral Cham- 
ber of Commerco and the Chinese Chamber of Commerce might join 
hands with the Naval and Military enguirers with a view to evolving 
not only a common report on the present cost of living but a common 
series of recommendations in the direction of botterment and of 
crushing ont the profiteer. It seema curious that three bodies 
should take tho trouble of making indepondent Investigations and 
recommendations for the common good if it wore found that united 
action might result in sounder conclusions. :

CHINA'S NEW YEAR GIFT 


Ludicrous as it may ecem from 
evon the most cursory examina- 
tlon of the facts, the central 
Chinese Government in Nanking 
solomnly issued the long pro- 
mised official mandate that on 
“the firat- day of the first 
month of the nineteenth ycar of 
the Republic,’ all extra-territorial 
privileges enjoyed by natlonals of 
foreign Powers by treaty woul 
be abrogated. Chinn’s proclivity 
for tearing up treaties and agrec-~ 
ments appears to be in inverse 
ratio to her enapacity for the 
achievement of internal stability 
and reform. With a restricted 
sphere of influence in its . own 
country, faced with the recurrent 
outbreaks of rebellious war lords, 
harnséed by the left wing of its 
own party and impoverished by 
military ‘operations, the Nanking 
Government is yet adopting in 
the international sphere an In- 
tractable policy that would be ap- 
proached wit hesitancy evon by 
a Power of unimpeachable 
stability and uncommon strength. 


NO TRUST’ 


China's application to the 
foreign Governments some 
months ago for their voluntary 
relinquishment of extraterritorial 
rights met with a firm but polite 
refusal, the British and American 
answers indicating a willingness 
to negotiate for the gradual with- 
drawal of the privileges but de- 
manding, as a precedent to any 
concessions, the reform of the 
Chinese judicial system in uccord- 
ance with modern concepts of 
jurisprudence. In the present 
turbulent state of China no 
Power is prepared to trust tho 
lives of its nationals to the in- 
competent protection of a Govern- 
ment whose own existence is by 
no means secure and which, since. 
were made, has 
escaped overthrow in the recent 
revolt, more by tortuous diplo- 
macy and monetary payments 
than by a triumph of arms. 
Neither will any Power trust its 
nationals to the, corrupt and 
archaic practices of Chinese law, 
which the abrogation of, extra- 
territorial rights — or. consular 
jurisdiction—requires.. : 


NO IMPERIALISTIC GREED 


— ! 

The plea of the Nanking Gov- 
ernment—now a demand—is for 
the complete sovereignty of 
China, which is impaired by the 
“unequal” treaties, The history 
of the, negotiation of those 
treaties shows not -Imperialistic 
greed but n desire, long donied, 
for equal treatment for forcign- 
ers, and the protection of legitim- 
ate commerce from illegal bur- 

ens. The Powers, . moreover, 
freely recognise the claim. for 
Chinese sovereignty. All they 
require is evidence that it is safe 
to withdraw their defence forces 
and relinquish their legal 
authority in the treaty settle- 
ments. The integrity of China 
was guaranteed at the Washing- 
ton Conference in 1921. Subse- 
quently an international commis- 
sion (in 1926) investigated tho 
possibility of withdrawing extra- 
territorial rights, Their report 
indicated that such action should 
await general acceptance by the 
Chinese people of a civil and 
criminal code’ in conformity with 
modern Western | ideas, and 
evidence of an impartial 
judiciary, which at that time 
was under military domination. 
Those conditions have not been 
fulfilled. There is ample evidence 
that military interference with 
the processes of law has been 
superseded by. political ‘inter- 
ference,.and that the courts are 
merely .the instruments of the 
Kuomintang.’ The . experiment 
of a probationary period in the 
Shanghai Court has been a doleful 


experience.

Reflections and 
Deductions 


What, Indeed, would January thia 
year have beon without China Now 
Yonr’s day. With this month came 
the dying of the old yearn. Wo may 
now look back on tha pasange of 
the year through its twelve-act 
drama and mark ita progross: we 
have rojoiced in the living green of 
Spring: gloricd through the glad 
days of aun-bright Summer when 
wo were dangerously short of wator 
and admired the gay pageantry of 
Autumn when the waiter was shut 
off the garden of Talpo's only ro- 
prescntative on the White Washing 
Water Committee and then felt the 
sadness that came wlth the falling 
leaf—and then, toward the close of 
dark January we watched tho Inst 
span slip by. - We rung down the 
curtain on the Inst uct: and it fas 
not without some emotion that we 
did so, There is, perhaps, a feeling 
of decp solemnity about the dying 
of tho old year, something that no 
one in hla heart of hearts can dis- 
regard.’

Hayley Morrise Again 

Severnl important and intercst- 
ing cases;have come before the 
London Law Courts. Mr. Hayley 
Morriss, formerly of Shanghai, 


whose experiences with British 
justice are probably fairly fresh in 
the minds of our readers, has been 
before Mr. Justice Horridge and a’ 
special jury for over a week, ¢elalm- 
ing from a well-known firm of Lon- 
don solicitors—Mecssra. Withers, 


Bensons, Carrie, Williams and Co. 
—damnges for alleged negligence 
and brench of duty In the conduct 
of divorce procecdings brought 
against him by his first wife, Mrs. 


Daphne Morriss, in 1921. Mr. 
Morriss’ case is that, when he re- 
turned from China In 1921, his wife 
told him that she wanted a divorce. 

He sought the advice of the de- 
fendants and told them that he 
would only consent to a divorce if 
Mrs. Morriss would enter into an 
agreement to accept a sum as main- 
tenance which would be binding 
and irrevocnble. He alleges that 
the defendants failed to obtain such 
an agreement from Mrs. Morrias’s 
solicitors and gays that, if they had 
not told him that they had done 80, 
he would not have disobeyed an 
order for restitution of conjugal 
tights which Mrs, Morrias obtain- 
ed agninat him and would not have 
supplied Mrs. Morriss with the 
hotel evidence which enabled her to 
get a divorcee. :

The defend- 
ants deny the allegation with In- 


dignation and Mr. Morrias has had 
to listen to Mr. Norman Birkett, 
K.C., who appears for them, saying 
some very ugly things sbout his: 
past and his charactor. 

Then there Kas been tha God- 
dard case, In which that ex-officer 
of pollce recovered from Lord Byng 
the greater part of the money 
which the Commissioner of Police 
had seized on the ground that it re- 
presented sums received os bribes 
and was therefore forfeited to the 
Crown. In his judgment Mr.

Then came the business depres- 
sion of .1921, The strike «wns 
aver and he was squared uway for 
a new kind of fight, Only a short 
time before he had been thanked by 
the automobile manufacturers for 
What he had done for them.

The first cay he handled was 
known for its beauty and. would 
still bo rakish appoaring to-day— 
the American. The price was high, 
so Willys arranged with the Ovor- 
land Company to handle its product. 

This was how he came to put up 
the $10,000 that scent him on 
the visit to Indianapolis, where he 
found a nearly bankrupt manufnc- 
turer, 

His first step was to roorganiso 
Overland arid settle its claims for 
60 conta on the dollar, 40 conts of 
which was in notes. . Early in 1908 
John. N, Willys officially becamo 
everything at the factory, from pre- 
aident to office boy. 


Ho moved his family to Indlan- 
opolis, He leaped at tho task 
nheal of him with the usual Willys 
capacity for hard work, 

Nino months later tho financial 
statement of tho company showad it 
cars and 
had a not worth of $68,000. 

In 1909 theo company built ond 
sold 4,000 cars, and wound up tho 
year with $600,000 cash in the 
bank, : 

Willys feels even to-day that it 
was the greatest year he had ever 
had in his life. 

He claims that he has been wrong 
more often than he has been right, 
but his life at this point shows that 
his mistakes on big things were few 
and that they served as stepping 
stones to the accomplishment of 
bigger things, 

“I'd rather be an optimist and be 
wrong, than a ‘pessimist and be 
right,” be told the writor recently, 
while at his desk in the corner of 
his ofice building overlooking hia 
vast plants in Toledo. 

That probably explains 
things that Willys calls failure turn 
out to be stepping stones to success, 

Wilya {a one of three automobile 
manufacturers who is in business 
to-day that was head of his own 
‘ompany over 21 years ago. 

For in 1028 Willys attained his 
majority a8‘an automobile manufac- 
turer, His motto of optimiam has 
diMculties, 
Since that near fatdlity in 1920, 
Willys has led the Willys-Overland 
Company upward to a place where 
he again is one of the world’s weal- 
thlest men, a director of onc of the 
nation’s leading railronds and a 
bunker of notable standing. 

The tide turned in Willy's favour 
in 1923, In 1928 his auditors re 
ported to him that, in addition to 
the plant fneilities of 1928, he had 
put $28,000,000 ecnsh into re-

_ SIDECAR CHOICE 


.. Make the Passenger 
Comfortable 


Solocting a sidecar In the days 
{mmoillately afler thd war waa quite 
an interesting job, anys Friary Jol 
In the Motor Cycle, There wore 
many dosigns which afforded really 
luxurious riding; spring wheels 
were offered by soveral firms, and 
the majority of the bodics were 
roomy and well — upholstered. 
Passongors, too, were more critical. 
In those days a big = per- 
contago of purchasers of outilts 
wore marricd—and the passengers 
domanded comfort. To-day, the 
Passonger’a demand appears to be 
for “sporting Inea," first, second 
and Jast—and, porhaps, a simple 
cushion’ in preference to any Up- 
‘holstered sent. 

Many sporting bodies are far too 
short, too narrow, and so low in the 
scuttle that thoy give the passenger 
“no knee-room. ‘The purchaser 
himsclf should sit | in the 
aidecar before he buys it, His 

- usual passenger may be a sylph-itke 
“Hve-foet-nothing,” but some day he 
may wish to accommodate a heftler 
companion, and 2 full-sized sidecar 
costa but little more than a small 
one, Whether you are buying one 
of the cheupost form, or an expen- 
sive model, wateh this point care- 
_tully—it will obviate a good deal of 

’ garcasm Inter ont! 

Obviously, manufacturers eannot 
equip sidecara very Juxuriously at 
cut prices, so there is some 
reason for the absurd cushions 
usually fitted. Endeavour to obtaln 
at the outset one made of sponge 
rubber, or, alternatively, fit an alr 


cushion of good depth; but he sure, 


to’ get one four or five inches deep. 
The cheap shallow things sometime 
"offered are of very little use. If the 
wooden seat plus the alr cushion 
brings the passenger too high scrap 
the former and place the air or 
sponge rubber cushion directly on 
the floor. Another tip is to make 
an extention of the back-rest (and 
pad it with soft rubber) so that on 
Jong journeys the hend © may rest 
upon it. This prevents headache. 

It is obviously impossible to give 
details of such a device, as sidecars 
vary so greatly in design, .but the 
ingenuity of the rider should easily 
overcome any difficulty. in fitting: it. 
It is such an obvious improvement 

“especially os in most eases the pas- 
senyer has to ride in a 
semi-reclining attitude, and this’ has 
not been more generally adopt- 
ed. Those who are particularly 
keen on not spoiling the” linea of 
their sidecaras can ‘add’ a conical 
fairing (aeroplane fashion), made 
of shect aluminium and riveted to 
the sidecar tail, immediately behind 
the — hend-reat. An adjustable 
foot-bar or rest should — be 
fitted in the nose’ of the sidecar. 
All who have ridden any distance in 
the avernge sporting sidecar will 
agree that this simple device js well 
worth fitting. 

* In connection with the purchase 
of a aidecar body, seven important 
things only will be mentioned—they 
are the width of the body; whether 
it be of the trite sporting or of the 
semi-sparting type; the length of 
the body; the upholstery of seat and 
back-rest; the foot-rest: the wind- 
screening arrangements; and the 
size of ‘the tyre. Such details as 
dash clocks, glove-shelf,  speedo- 
meter, etc, may be left out of ac- 
count. Fit them by all meana, for 
all refinsments give pleasure, and 
that fs often worth paying for. 

If you care in the alightest 
about the comfort of your 
passenger yet the sidecar equipped 
agp you think perfectly — even 
luxuriously; then act as passenger 
ona hundred-mile journey over 
Kive-and-take ronds, There are very 
sound reasons for offering this sup 
“yestion. It Ia probably the best 
that have ever been given,

Terms of Unused 
Mileage 


tow many purchasora of second. 
hand ears have oonaidered-thelr 
purchase or prospective purchases 
In tho terms of unused mileage. 

When w motor vehicle ts bought 
one is not, In fact, buylng the car 
itself on the sense that a pleee of 
jewellery or a picture is purchased, 
but one Is paying for tho service 
that is going to be obtained from 
the vehicle. ‘To put it differently, 
one is buying potentlal milenge. 

It is ditlicult, if not impossible, to 
say what is the useful Ife of a 
motor ear; obviously it will vary 
with the quality and the treatment 
it has recelved at the hands of its 
owner or owners, 

We all know of enses of enra of 
the same make and approximate 
nilleage -that after a year in-one 
man’s hands will tuck and perform 
almost as new, whilst a sister car 
in the hunds of a careless and less 
well-informed owner will look a 
wreek and require extensive me- 
chanical repairs as well. So thut 
it is well to remember that our po- 
tential mileage cun be dissipated 
more rapidly by carelessness and 
neglect ‘than by legitimate. use as 
shown on the speedometer, 

Let us approach the purchase of 
our second-hand ear from the new 
viewpoint of unused miles. What 
good mileage service may wo expect 
to yet out of this car in return for 
our money? — 

Suppose we are contemplating 
the purchase of a two-year-old car 
of average price, shall we supposo 
that the total potential mileage of 
an average car of this type when 
new ix 100,000 miles, before it is 
scrapped. We approach our second 
hand car with this in the back of 
our mindy. We find that it has 
done between 20,000 and 30,000 
miles, A careful examination of 
the cnr shows us that it has prob- 
ably been fairly well cared for and 
reasonably carefully driven; xtill 
various minor‘faults may cause us 
to debit with another 5,000 to 10,000 
tiles in our minds as deductable 
from its propective life. Then we 
know that, given average care and 
usige, we are buying, say, 60,000 
potential miles al service, und it is 
the service we expect to get that in 
reality we are buying. 

The majority of reasonably mo- 
dern cars that come on the second: 
hand market do so because their 
late owners wanted a change, were 
tired of the old exr, needed more 
Seating capacity, more horse-power, 
a closed car instead of un open, or 
some other reason of: the kind, not 
because they are worn-out or have 
hot still many thousands of unused 
miles to their credit. 

An examination ‘of second-hand 
ear prices reveals to the prospective 
buyer that figdres are based more 
on the year of manufacture of the 
car than upon the mileage it has 
done or, within reasouable limits 
upon its condition, Fur instance, 
the other day there was advertised 
a 1924 model of a well-known small 
car that had only done 9,000 odd 
miles since it war new, and yet ono 
wie had only a very little over the 
ruling average market value of 
similar 1924 models, most of which 
have probably done 60,000 miles or 
more: so based on unused mileage 
consideration, one was offered a 
very good bargain indeed. 

When you yo out to buy your 
second-hand car, just bear in mind 
that, although you are buying a car, 
what you ure really paying for ia 
mileage service, and it may well 
happen that it will pay you better 
to ignore the dietates of fashion 
and obtain for the price you -have 
to spend a two or three-yenr-old car 
that has a big potential mileage life 
before ft, rather, than to get a 
yenr-old ear that, by reason of use 
or ill-treatment, has reached middle- 
age and has most of its trouble-free 
milenge behind it.

The future of the Diesel engin as 
u source of motor power fs one of 
very great, Interest, writes the 
Amoerlean editor of the “Finanelal 
News." The increasing economie 
compulsien to reduce power costs 
has been rvflected in the most 
atrenuons*efforty to overeome tho 
defects of the earlier motors of this 
type, and produce engines that gan 
take the place of stenm or potrol- 
‘drivon machines’ at lower costs, 
Although the Diesel motor fs a 
German discovery, it scems to be the 
case that the United States Is malk- 
ing the greutoat use of It and is do- 
ing most to perfect it. There are 
now forty-five manufneturers In the 
United States making Diesel 
enjdnes, although competition Is at 
the momont so strong that It is be- 
Heved only a few concerns ars work- 
tuy this department of their bual- 
ness ut a profit, There fs now ‘a 
total of aboul 2,000,000 horge-power 
of Diesel motors at work in the 
United States, according to a study 
made by the Standard Statisties, Co., 
from which most of the data men- 
tloned here is taken. In 1928 pro- 
duction of new engines reached 440,- 
000 horse-power, tind this year will 
sve a considerable further advance. 
Various Uses 
Of all the Diesel power now used 
in Ameriean industry, 20 per cent. 
is in electric power stations, 26 per 
tent. In the petroleum Industry, 25 
per cent, in marine uses, and 80 per 
cent, in’ manufacturing, portable 
and excavating machinery, ete, This 
type of motor, with its cheap fuel, 
high dependability and = minimum 
fire risk has been found ideally 
adapted to the working of ofl pipe- 
lines, where they run almost un- 
attended for months at. a time. 
Practically . every new pipe-line 
Installation since 1927 has used this 
type. 7 
Diesel engines are winning a 
strong place as motive power for 
coton«ging, refrigerating plants, 
and for pumping on irrisation 
works, In-the south of America, 
where fuel ofl is cheap, but where 
electricity costs about 214 cents per 
Kilowatt hour, it has been found 
that current can be produced with 
Divsels for 1 cent per kilowatt hour, 
A number of central power stations 
are installing Diesels as emergency 
powers, and also to be used during 
peak-load hours. 
The reliability of the Diesel for 
- marine uses is found most pronoune- 
ed in the case of tugs, where thelr 
heaviness js more than offset by 
their great power and dependability. 
In all the tugs built at New York 
and Philadelphia during the past 
two years with one exception, Diesel 
motors have been Installed. Much 
attention hay also been given in 
American manufacturing plants to 
the statement of the Swedish-Amer- 
jean Line that its motorships have. 
resulted in saving approximately 30 
rer cent, In fuel costs. 
Service as Locomotives 
There are now forty Diesel 
locomotives on American railways, 
mainly of the electric generator 
type. and having a maximum speed 
of 30 miles an hour, All Dlese) en- 
Kineers belleve that a tremendous 
field for this type of motor exists 
on the railways, and concentration 
is being made on improvement of 
design for this purpose. The New 
York Contra! has bought thirty-five 
shunting motors of this type recent- 
ly. A great field also exists for this 
propulsion of single cara on branch 
{ines with Iight traMe where electri- 
fiention. would not pay. Here costs 
fave been reduced as much as 60 
per cent, over steam equipment. 
Much hos heen written about 
Diesel power for motor-cara nnd 
aircraft, There appeara to be no 
present basis for any belief that 
such use of this motor fa at all 
feasible or probable within any 
reasonable period. Cheapness of 
fuel Is the Diesel's great advantage, 
but us it ls calculated that fuel costs 
only amount to 13 per cent. of the 
cost of running the average motor- 
car in the United States thia item 
Is unimportant. Every company 
Manufacturing Diesela hina ita eye 
on the motor-car field, but no per- 
ceptible progress has beon made, 
The petrol motor appears to have 
Uttle to fear from the Diesel, what- 
ever may be the case so far as an 
Improved steam-ongine fs concerned, 
For Aircraft Fletd 
Much the samo is true up to dato 
in the atreraft fled. Tho Packard 
Motor-Car Co, hina devoted much 
study to thla problem and has bullt 
a plane with a motor of this sort 
thnt nucceasfully Now from Buffalo 
to Washington at a very low fuel 
cost, However, such use in the alr 
In clearly quite n way off. As tho 
Diesel engine requirna no electrical 
apparatus, auch as a petrol engine, 
{t reduces rodio Interference and 
there ia tho farther good polnt of 
Tess fire rink In n forced landing. 
A number of company promoters 
have explotled tho sectritfes of 
concorna manufacturing Dleacl on- 
ines, anil hava made very larga 
claimn for probable profita. It nap- 
ponrs to bo an industry In which the 
qonoral Investor should, walk with

The Peril of the 
Pavements 


I have recently received 
through the post an elaborate 
edtalogue, with benutlfully colour- 
od iNuatrations, of tho Jatest de- 
velopmonts in toys de luxe for 
Christmas presents. The asheot 
that mado the docpest Impression 
upon mo was that devoted to 
micans of locomotion, Gone are 
the days whon a atick with a 
horse’s head and rolns at one 
ond and a little wheel at tho 
other was onough to give a child 
all the thrill of riding a pranc- 
ing charger to unending adven- 
tures; and when n atout wooden 
horse—always a dapple grey—~on 
n flat, four-wheeled stand put the 
crown on its owner's pride and 
happiness, Even the simple 
scooter’s nose avema to bo out of 
joint. Judging from tho cata- 
logue, only the, latest models In 
cara which falthfuily repeat tho 
details of the full-sized orlyinala 
are renlly worth having. 

You could begin prudently, how- 
ever, at fifteen shillings, with a 
primitive Httle model bearing the 
rather alighting namo of “tho 
Lizzie. motor.” The modela work 
up through a runabout and a de 
luxe car which, besides a wind- 
acreen, door, and “exact model of 
radiator,” has the added attrac. 
tion of being able to stand “ex- 
ceedingly rough usage,” to a 
Buick Majestic Tourer, at 204s., 
“just like the new 1929 model,” 
complete with folding hood which 
would give great joy to the youth- 
ful owner, and the constant ad- 
justment of which would be an 
almost indefinite check to any pro- 
gress along the pavement; while 
for rather more you could have 
an imposing Rolls Royce saloon 
car, whose closely immured driv- 
er would certainly add another to 
the perils of the pavement for 
adult pedestrians, 


“Pedal 'Plane” 


Even this, however, will not 
long satisfy the very modern: child. 
The Inteat of oll appears to be 2 
“nedat ‘plane,” with wings, tall, 
and a steel propeller. It should 
be noted that the aviator in the 
pictutre {s n small girl; and, in- 
aideritally, thant the small boy is 
more usually represented over- 
hauling his car than riding in it. 

On the same shect there are 
one or two other models—n crane, 
an engine, and-so on. And per- 
haps the sharpest Indication of 
the modern attitude to toya—at 
loust on the part of the maker of 
them—is the engine that “as It 
{s pulled along . . . emits a loud 
“pull puff,’ just like a real one,” 

This, one cannot help feeling, 
is woing too far. What real child, 
however modern in its ideas, will 
allow this enticing function to.be 
performed without its agency? Is 
not the puffing, the whistling, the 
banging of carriage doors his 
own most delightful prerogative? 
That, indeed, is the great Inck of 
these beautiful and over-elaborate 
modela. They are simply not 
toys, for they lenve nothing what- 
eVer to the imagination. They 
are owned, admired, used—~but 
they cannot be played with. The 
humble “Lizzie” car will probably 
Rive the right aort of child 2 more 
satisfying and lasting joy than 
the one described as “a luxurfous- 
ly ‘equipped model” with “nickel- 
plated spring bumpers, and ad- 
justable windscreen, driving mir- 
ror, bulb horn, starter, adjustable 
upholatered sents, number plates, 
tool box, luggage grid, of] and 
petrol tins, ond indeed almost 
everything n modern cnr has exe 
cept an engine. Chain drive with 
ball-bearing back axle.” ‘ 

Thero Ja no need, however, to 
throw the catnaloguo away in a 
pet. In itself it is quite a plny- 
thing and should be preserved for 
a rainy day or a perlod of juvenile 
quarantine. Printed on glazed 
Paper and brightly coloured, the 
cara can be cut out, mounted on 
cardboard, and played with or ar- 
ranged in n motor show, giving 
long and happy free ontertalnment 
to children who can certainly 
never hope to possess the originals 
at 2193—B.N.S. In Manchoster 
Guardian.

From official intimation the past 
weok the Introduction of a changed 
Ford, Model A fs assured, while 
General Motors will hayo at leaat 
five new or improved models. Only 
one has been officinily designated 
yet, but It fa generally belfoved in 
the trade that four other models aro 
nenrly ready and that shipmonts 
will begin before the end of tho 
month. Two of thess modols, ac- 
cording to - reports, will represent 
radical steps forward, 

With. the Ford and General 
Motors change in prospect, the so- 
called Independent makers have not 
been idle, Many are getting ready 
to bring out cights to take the places 
of thelr present six-cylinder lines. 
The accounts vary regarding tho 
number and extent of the changes, 
but there will be at lenst five new 
cars lo be viewed and talked about. 
Two of them have pre-views for 
dealers and the press scheduled im- 
mediately, . 

Last year, In particular, this 
practice aeemed to be much over- 
done. Sales departments of various 
companies bid axainst cach othor 
for advantageous hotel! and other 
display space aside from the 
industry’s own official show, 

The Used Car Business 

The used car and tho trouble It 
enuses manufacturers, distributors 
and dealers have been put in a book 
by Paul G, Hoffman, vice-president 
of: the “Studebaker Corporation, 
collaborating with James H. Greene, 
manager of the Studebaker fac- 
tory's co-operative department. Mr, 
Greene formerly directed a research 
bureau for retail training at the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

In a foreword, C. A. Vane, man-, 
ager of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, calls it a 
volume for the dealer who works 
soundly and hard, and who is look- 
ing for organised common sense. 

Mr. Vane’s conclusion is borno 
out by a chapter showing that 
marketing used cars 1s a business 
and not a problem, Mr. Hoffman 
und Mr, Greene say that the fact 
that there are about one-and one- 
Ralf used cars sold for every new 
cur sold proves’ there is a market 
for used cara which is entitled to 
consideration. 

They point out that dealers have 
regarded the re-sale of these cars 
ag an evil, and have made a mistake 
in attempting to delegate the dis- 
posal of such cars to other agencies. 
Here are a few interesting extracts 
from the book on this subject. 

“When the merchandising of used 
cara ceases to be regarded as a 
problem and js considered as a 
necessary part of the retail auto- 
mobile business, the problem dis- 
appears.” ; 

“The responsibility of marketing 
used cars must be accepted by 
denlers. A few dealers have shown 
that this can be made n valunble 
department of a new car business.” 

“Retallers ‘in other lines have 
shown the value of one price and 
honest value policies in selling lower 
priced merchandise. There {is a 
lesson In this for the dealer in used 
ears.” 

“Inflated values in used cara do 
not fool the «average purchaser. 
They result in eventual Josses to the 
dealer, and often repossessions as 
well.” 


A VOICE FROM NEW ZEALAND 


I gather from a New Zealand 
motorist that there sre somo things 
which they do better over thore. 
For example, instead of carrying 
licences on the wind sereen or on 
tho sido of the car, where they are 
not ensily seen, they have coloured 
number plates corresponding to our 
own, which are changed ench yoar. 
Thus, if. the colours’ are blue and 
white for the current year, and a 
car comes along with green and yel- 
low plates, tho Irregularity can be 
spotted at once. Apart from tho 
smallness of our printed alips, they 
nre a Hittle confusing to chock with 
the annual Hcence In ono colour, 
which remains unchanged through- 
out the year, and the colours of the 
part-yenr I[conces different and 
changed every quarter. Tho police, 
having aomething botter to do, take 
little notice of them, though now 
and again the county constabulary 
atop all motorints to acrutinise both 
eure and driving licences.

MOTOR TRAFFIC 


How It Has Grown in 
Six Years ’ 


How motor traffle has incronsed 
jn Great Britain during the 
Inst six years Is shown by 
an aonalysis of records — taken 
by tho <Automobila  Assocln- 
tion in tha autumn periods of 1928, 
1928 and 1929. Street trafic in-Lon- 
don nnd the great cities is not In- 
cluded In these returns, 

The avorage trafilc passing tho 
hundred or so A.A. census points 
last yenr ‘totalled 17,000 private 
cara in a weok, as compared with 
3,000 in the year 1923. - Thus tho 
average flow of car traMc has grown 
more than five-fold In six yoar 
Comparing the figures of last youn 
with ‘1928, tho average increase 
In traffic has been over 12 per cent. 

The highest average per consus 
point is maintained by the North 
Western urea, which includes Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire. There tho 
average was 23,378 cara por point 
in a week of 77 hours, or an averago 
of over 3,380 per day of 11 hours, 

Whilst car traffic has increased 
more than five-fold in six years the 
actual number of cars has not yot 
increased three-fold in the samo 
period, thus indicating that road 
usage Increases more rapidly than 
the number of \ehiclea. This fact 
emphasises the urgent need for 
#reater road development and im- 
mediante legislation.

Headquarters of the firm is in 
Portland, Oregon, where the system 
was thought out and planned and 
patented by Cuno R Bryant, pros 
dent of the company, With busi- 
ness in the various elties increns- 
ing daily, more ents are continual- 
ly in demand and the firm has 
Installed its own body — bullding 
plant at 465 Enst Ash Street. 

Mr. Bryant states that over 
$6,000 haa been spent In trying out 
patterns and models and a truck 
body has been perfected.

All wires ore run 
in copper conduits, so that replace- 
ment can easily be made in caso a 
wire should happen to burn In the 
roof. A gns heater and a small 
electric fan helps to maintain an 
even temperature in the car. 

Bach accountant drives his own 
ear, and docs no mechanical work 
whatever, not even changing a 
tyre. To ensure safe driving, there 
are three sets of mirrors on the 
sides and ane on the left fender.

luok for various American ine 
dustrius, that of the motor-car com- 
pantes Js undenlably bad (writes 
tho Amorican  cditor of — tho 
Finanglal News in mail week). 
With the possible exception 
of Ford, In whose — prosper- 
ity the investor has Httle or no 
share, there fs not a sligle enter: 
prise whore outlook «is cheerful 
enough {o warrant a feeling of 
optimism towards its securities, 

The demand for Amerlean motor- 
cara, both at home and abroad, has 
been on the down ¢grade since Inst 
April. Denlera have large supplies 
of enrs on. hand which they are un 
able to move, the used car pro- 
blem is more disturhing than ever, 
and the public has developed an al- 
most complete Indiapositlon ta buy 
new cars, To add to the troubles 
of the other manufacturers, Ford 
tas made a bly cut in prices tn an 
endeavour to move a lirge necumu- 
Intion of the present model to make 
way for new designs which will ap- 
pear on the market after tho, expect. 
ed four weeks’ shutdown of the 
Ford plants, 

Ford Company Active 

Ford scems to be responsible. for 
upsetting the applecart in the motor 
industry, and it is likely that the 
present troubles, although not 
in go aggravated a form, would 
have developed even if there had 
been no crash of security prices on 
the shure exchanges, Car regis. 
trations in the United States for the 
first eight months of this yenr, nc- 
cording to the Standard Statistics 
Co., xmounted to 2,964,758 units, a 
gain of 84.2 per cent, as compared 
with 1928, But Ford cars account. 
ed for almost exactly the extent of 
this expansion, the registration of 
other cars only inereasing two-tenth 
of 1 per cent, 

Car production is dropping 
rapidly, particularly in the » high- 
priced models.

American manufacturers appear 
to have greatly overestimated the 
probable demand for thelr cars in 
overseay markets. In the first four 
months of the year very large exe 
port shipments were made, but many 
of these cars remain in the hands 
of agents and dealers, — It is widely 
reported in London at the moment 
that senreely any rensonable offer 
for a new American ear is refused, 
regardless of what may be the aup- 
posed selling price. Since April 
American car exports have been be- 
low the 1928 figures in every montli. 
There seems to have been vn total 
absenee of any realisation of the 
extent to which conditions in the 
United. States have hampered the 
buylng power of other countries 
during; most of thiy year, It is 
estimated that stocks of American 
ears in dealers’ hands and ware- 
houses abroad is enough to eare for 
any’ probable demand without fur- 
ther shipments for at least four 
montha, 

As competition fnerenses and 
profit margins within the industry

NAVAL NEEDS 


Outline of British 
Policy 


KEEP SEAS OPEN 


"Rugby, Friday: 

Tho policy of thesBritish Govery- 
mont at the Naval Conference ia net 
forth in an !mportant memorandum 
which is beng [ald In the House 
Commons, 1 summary of which was 
issued this afternoon, 

In it tho belief is expressed that 
tho Conference ought not only to 
reduce oxisting flects and building 
programmes, but also to end Naval 
competition, thus marking an im- 
portant step toward tho firm es- 
tablishmant of peace. 

British policy, it is pointed 
out, ts to keep the sens open for 
{rade and communication and, 
in relation to the political state 
of the world to take what steps 
are necessary to secure this. 

Capital Ships ‘ 

The Government proposes that 
the number of capital ships for each 
signatory fixed by the Washington 
Treaty should be renched within 
eighteen months of the ratification 
of the treaty resulting from this 
conference, Instend of by 1936, 

It proposes that no replncement 
of existing ships should take 
place before the next conference 
in 1935 and that, in the meantime, 
the whole questlon of copital 
ships should ‘be the subject of 
negotiation between the Powers 
concerned, 

The Government will press for o 
reduction without disturbing. the 
Washington equilibrium. Its ex: 
perts favour a reduction in size 
from 335,000 tons to 25,000 tons, and 
of guns from 16 inches to 12 inches. 
They also favour the lengthening of 
the age from 20 to 26 years. 

The Government hopes that there 
will be an exchange of views on this 
subject during the conference. 

Indeed, it would wish to see an 
agreement by which battleships 
will in due time disappear, ax it 
considers them, a yery doubtful 
proposition in view of their size 
and cost and of the development 

. of eMicteacy of air and submarine 
attack. =~ 
Aircraft Carriers 

The Government would further 
limit "the tonnage and the gun 
calibre of nircraft carriers, and 
suggests that ships of 10,000 tons 
and under should be included in 
the total tonnage of this category 
if used as alreraft carriers. 

Il- proposes the reduction of the 
total aircraft tonnuge for the Bri- 
tish und United States Navies 
from 135,000 tons and an adjust. 
ment of the Treaty to, say, 100,000 
tons.

It ia my great 
pleasure and privilege to introduce 
to you, that venerable leader of 
education, Professor D. K. Karve. 
1 do not think you will need any 
further words from me about him, 
other than what you have already 
rend in the local newspapers. 

In short, J should like to say what 
he has done towards the noble cause 
of feminine India, and especinily 
that of the oppressed widows of that 
country. It is due to the reat 
efforts of Professor Karve and a 
few others like him. that India is 
being relieved from social evils, and 
algo the lack of education, not only 
amongst women—upon which sub- 
ject he will speak to-night,—but 
amongst the boys of the country as 
well. : 

1 will not take up any more of 
your time, but will now call upon 
Professor Karve to entertain you 
with his lecture. (Applause), 

Professor Karve, in his lee- 
ture sald that the question of 
education of women was 4 very 
vital one indeed for India and 
he thought that this was not belng 
realised «by the people und the 
Government, 

First College 

Women's education, Professor 
Karve continued, had been neglect- 
ei, Some 70 yenrs ago an establish: 
ment was founted, but only for the 
elementary stage and for another 20 
years education remained neylected. 

The first college came into exist- 
ence in Bengal, Later, the Govern- 
ment gave Poona a high. school 
for girls, with help from 
missionaries which, however, was 
hot tuken ‘advantage of. 

Later, “the mother tongue of the 
students became the medium for 
instruction” and, the Professor 
emphasised, that is essential in the 
education of women in India to the 
present day. 

Parents’ Views 

Of course, the lecturer said, 
the English language is very much 
harder than any of the many Indian 
languages and this made it dificult.

The Sino-Czecho-Slovakinn Treaty 
has been alrendy  inittalled, and 
formal signatures will follow when 
Mr. Hinzdo receives instructfona 
from his Government. 

4, The Sino-Russian question 1s 
stil} under careful consideration by 
the Government.
